Emergency Control Measure Effective for 
90 Days— Kaufmann Approves ) 


Ordinance. 


The city rent control ordinance 
limiting rent increases to. 15 per 
cent more than was allowed under 
OPA ceilings became effective to- 
day when Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann signed the emergency meas- 
ure. i 
The Mayor also signed the mu- 
nicipal income tax bill which levies 
a tax of % of one per cent on 
the gross incomes of individuals 
and on the net earnings of cor- 
porations. This measure becomes 
effective Aug. 1. 

Rent control by the city, de- 
signed as an emergency measure 
against inflation, under terms of 
the ordinance will continue in 
effect only for 90 days. A land- 
lord raising residential rents more 
than 15 per cent above the ceilings 
in effect June 30 will be subject 
to a maximum fine of $500 or six 
months’ imprisonment, and each 
day of violation may be consid- 
ered a separate offense. 
When asked his opinion as to 
legality of this measure, Mayor 
Kaufmann last Tuesday. said he 
presumed the City Counselor's of- 
fice would pass on this before the 


bill reached his desk. It was un- 
derstood the City Counselor’s of- 
fice had found nothing in the 
measure to conflict with city char- 
ter provisions, but had not gone 
into the broader question of con- 
stitutional aspects. 

At first the Mayor had indicated 
he would delay signing the rent 
control measure pending Congres- 
sional decision on restoration of 
OPA ceilings. The delay in Wash- 
ington led him to place municipal 
controls in effect. 

The Mayor announced accept- 
ances from six of the nine persons 
he had invited to become mem- 
bers of a committee suggested by 
the Real Estate Exchange to hear 
complaints of tenants with the 
view of discouraging rent prof- 
iteering by giving publicity’ to 
disputes. as 

The city income tax is expected 
to produce about $4,000,000 a year 
for salary increases, improved 
municipal services and avoidance 
of an estimated operating. deficit. 
The first payments will be due 
Oct. 15, covering tax deductions 
for August and September.

Reject Representations of 
U.S., Britain Over Tak- 
ing Property Germany 
Confiscated.

LONDON, July 18 (AP)—Rus- 


sia has rejected United States and, 


British fepresentations on seizure 


of Austrian property for repara- 
ations, a high authority said to- 


day. 


In a lengthy note handed the 
Austrian Government, the Soviet 
occupation authorities in Austria, 
were said to have made it plain 
that there is no change in their 
recent position in regard to seiz- 


ure of $22,000,000 worth of Aus- 
trian industrial plants and other 
property confiscated by the Ger- 
mans following the Anschluss in 
1938. ge 

The text of the note was not 
available in London but its essen- 
tial points were known to authori- 
tative sources, which said it dis- 
agreed with almost every point 
set forth.in American and British 
representations. 

The controversy arose July 6 
when the Soviet command in Aus- 
tria announced the property in 
eastern Austria had passed into 
Soviet ownership. along with all 
other “German external assets” in 
the Russian zone. 

The United States disputed this 
interpretation in the Allied Coun- 
cil, asserting that property forc- 
ibly confiscated by the Germans 
after 1938 could not be classified 
as German under the Potsdam 
agreement. 

The Americans also set forth 
that they considered industrial 
plants and other assets, built un- 
der German orders by Austrian 
labor and with inflated Austrian 
funds, belong rightfully to Aus- 
trian economy. 

Britain subsequently backed the 
American contention and both na- 
tions made representations to the 
Soviet command. The Russians 
previously had rejected Austrian 
protests. The Vienna government 
said the proposed seizures would 
“lead to the complete alienation 
of Austrian economy.” 

The Soviet seizures include cer- 
tain oil fields northeast of Vienna. 

Edwin Pauley, President Tru- 
man’s reparations expert, in Lon- 
don on his world fact-finding tour, 
declared that the United States 
remained ready to negotiate with 
other nations to renounce all 
claim to Austrian reparations, but 
was not prepared to renounce its 
equity unilaterally. “Nor would 
we leave Austria at the mercy of, 
or to deal singly with, any one 
nation,” he said. 

Pauley said the United States 
believed Austria was entitled to

At an unusual press conference, 
the President, who had announced 
that he would take part in the 
Missouri primary, said that cer- 
tainly he had encouraged James 
Pendergast to indorse Enos Axtell, 
Jackson county lawyer for Slaugh- 
ter’s congressional seat. The 
third candidate in the contest is 
— Walsh, son of the late 

ank P. Walsh. 

The President said also that he 
would make speeches in the fall 
campaign if this became neces- 
sary. He did not know whether 
this could cause him to speak in 
New York State. 3 

Reason for Opposition. 

Asked the reason for his op- 
position to Slaughter, Truman 
first said that we — presumably 
meaning the Pendergast machine 
—just want somebody else nomi- 
nated for Mr. Slaughter’s place. 

Pressed for a more specific an- 
swer, he replied that Slaughter as 
a member of the House Rules 
Committee had opposed every- 
thing that he (Truman) had pro- 
posed. 

If Mr. Slaughter is right, the 
President observed, then I am 
wrong. 

A Kansas City reporter asked 
the President {f he had ever met 
Axtell. Truman said he had known 
him and his family well, that they 
had been neighbors. When an 
eastern reporter asked for Axtell’s 
first name, however, the President 
blushed slightly and asked the 
Kansas City reporter for help. 

Position on Bill. 

The Fifth Missouri District bor- 
ders on the Fourth, the President's 
home district, represented by C. 
Jasper Bell. Asked if he would 
support Bell for the Democratic 
nomination,, Truman said that he 
understood that Bell had no oppo- 
sition, When a reporter pointed 
out that Bell had at least nominal 
opposition, the President observed 
that herdidn’t think Bell had any- 
thing to worry about. 

The Kansas City reporter inter- 
jected that a lot of people thought 
the same thing about Slaughter.

GOVERNOR s RAGE 


Margin Maintained on 
Basis: of County Unit 
System Although Car- 
michael Is Ahead in 


Popular Vote. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 18 (AP)— 
Former Gov. Eugene Talmadge, 
exponent of “white supremacy,” 
maintained a wide lead to- 
day in Georgia's race for Governor 
as tabulation of returns from yes- 
terday’s primary election proceed- 
ed with nearly half a million votes 
counted, 

Talmadge had carried or was 
leading in counties having a unit 
vote total of 251 while 36-year-old 
mes V. Carmichael, backed by 
Gov. Ellis Arnall, had taken or 
was ahead in counties having 139 
unit votes. There are 410 unit 


votes in all and a candidate is 
nominated with a majority, 206. 

Carmichael was leading in the 
popular vote but that means noth- 
ing in Georgia—the unit votes tell 
the story in much the same way 
as the United States Electoral 
College operates. 

Popular Vote. 

Carmichael’s popular vote was 
245,730 while Talmadge had 222, 
014. This was a lead of nearly 
23,000 popular votes. Fulton coun- 
ty (Atlanta), most populous in 
tle state, went for Carmichael by 
a 31,161-margin on the basis of 
latest returns. 

Talmadge, however, had won a 
majority or was leading in 98 of 
the 159 counties compared to 50 
for Carmichael. 

(Carmichael refused to concede 
defeat, but even his best friends 
said it was hopeless, the United 
Press reported.) 

Former Gov. E. D. Rivers and 
war veteran Hoke O’Kelley trailed. 
Rivers had 18 indicated unit votes 
from nine counties. His popular 
vote total was 45,082: O’Kelley 
had about 7000 popular votes and 
no units. 

The vote had been completed 
in 35 counties, with no returns re- 
ported from two. The returns 
were from 1335 of the 1746 pre- 
cincts. 

How Unit System Works. 

Under the county unit vote 
system, the candidate carrying a 
county receives a designated num- 
ber of unit votes, ranging from 
two to six. 

The number of unit votes a 
county has is determined on a 
basis of population under state 
law. The object is to restrict con- 
trol of major cities over state 
politics. 

Incomplete returns showed Car- 
‘michael leading in seven of the 
heavily populated counties and 
Talmadge in one. Those counties 
are allocated six unit votes each. 
They include the cities of Atlanta, 
Savannah, Decatur, Rome, Macon, 
Columbus, Augusta and LaGrange. 

In these eight counties Car- 
michael had a popular vote of 
90,034 to Talmadge’s 51,028. But 
Talmadge was picking up his unit 
votes in the smaller counties with 
two and four unit votes, cashing 
in heavily on the rural vote. 

135,000 Negroes Registered. 

The primary—equivalent to the 
election in Georgia—was the first, 
time that Negroes had voted in 
great numbers in the deep South. 
About 135,000 of them registered, 
and most voted. It was also the 
first time 18-year-olds had voted 
in Georgia. | 

Talmadge’s election may mean 
the restoration of the traditional 
“white” Democratic primary in 
Georgia which the United States 
Supreme Court has said must go. 
Talmadge promised to bring back 
the white primary by putting it 
beyond state control, as South 
Carolina did two years ago. By 
taking the primary out of state 
control, Talmadge: contends it 
then would be a private organiza- 
tion subject only to its own rules 
and regulations. 

Opponents of such a change 
contend, however, that it would 
endanger the state’s county unit

DAMAGE TO SUNKEN SHIPS 


‘Wreckage Strewn About Like All the Steel 
From Pittsburgh Was Thrown on 
the Bottom,’ He Reports. 


OFF BIKINI ATOLL, Friday, 
July 19 (UP)—V. Adm. W. H. P.

ABOARD THE U.S. Ss. MOUNT 
McKINLEY, July 18 (AP)—A 
diver up from the bottom of Bi- 
kini lagoon told today how the 
might of the atomic bomb was 
stamped on the wrecks of five 
ships sunk July 1. : 

Lt. Comdr. J. T. Simpson of

BLAST TO TRAVEL 
AT SPEED OF SOUND 


By HOWARD BLAKESLEE 

ABOARD THE U. S. S. APPA- 
LACHIAN, July 18 (AP) — The 
world’s first underwater atomic 
bomb at Bikini July 25 will strike 
the coral atoll the most crushing 
blow in the earth’s history, except- 
ing only a few volcanic explo- 
sions. 

The mechanism on which this 
gigantic blow is based is the speed 
of sound. In the air that speed 
is a mile in five seconds; in water 
a mile in little over one second, 
but in coral it is more than two 
miles a second. 

The shock, or blast, travels in 
water and in coral at these same 
terrific speeds. This means that 
the crushing effect of shock goes 
nearly five times farther in wa- 
ter than in air. In coral the 
crushing effect goes 10 times far- 
ther. 

This might mean catastrophe 
for Bikini atoll if the tire en- 


‘ergy of the bomb exploded under 


water goes into the water the 
same as the entire energy goes 
into the air from an air burst. 
But not nearly all the atomic 
energy will get into the water at 
Bikini, The exact percentage is 
both a military secret and a mat- 
ter of scientific controversy. 
Half of the nuclear fission 
power in the underwater blast 
may go into the water. That will 
be enough for an entirely un- 
precedented shock. Official esti- 
mates are that the shock may 
tear a hole in the coral 50 feet 
deep directly below the under-

He explained that, in addition 
to food and drug costs, the patient 
load had increased substantially, 
both in hospitals and clinics.

Capt. Alberto of Brazil 
Calls Nuclear Energy 
‘Control Important Step 
Toward Goal.

NEW YORK, July 18 (AP)— 
Capt. Alvaro Alberto, Brazilian 
navy scientist and explosives ex- 
pert, formally took over the chair- 
manship of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission today 
with the assertion that. not only 
atomic war, but all war should be 
outlawed, 


Calling the outlawing of war 
“perhaps the greatest and noblest 
of all ideas,” he suggested that in- 
ternational .control of atomic 
energy would be an important step 
toward realizing such a goal. 

Alberto will be chairman of the 
12-nation commission for one 
month under a rotation plan. He 
succeeds Australian Foreign Min- 
ister Herbert V. Evatt, whose 
chairmanship during the first 
month of United Nations atomic 
deliberations was marked by sev- 
eral verbal clashes with Soviet 
Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko. 
Soviet Suggestion Criticized. 
In his inaugural address to the 
12-nation commission, Alberto 
commented on the assertions of 
both Gromyko and Polish Dele- 
gate Oscar Lange against the use 
of mass destruction weapons. 
He said there exists a universal 
sentiment that atomic energy 
should be used to benefit man- 
kind and should never be em- 
ployed for mass destruction, 
particularly not of civil popula- 
tions, as Mr. Gromyko has 80 
strongly advocated in his plan.” 
“Is it necessary to enumerate 
the terrible losses of life experi- 
enced during the last war,” he 
asked, “and in particular those 
mentioned by Prof. Lange, when 
he moved us with the account of 
the sacrifice of a fourth of the 
entire population of Poland?” 

Legal Group in Session, 

The commission’s legal commit- 
tee met earlier in the day to 
begin the long-range study of the 
controversial veto and _ treaty 
questions. 

Meanwhile, the drafting of a 
summary of all atomic control 
proposals put forward to date was 
held in abeyance at the request of 
the United States and Russia, 
which have presented plan and 
counter-plan.

CHURCHILL CALLS 
FOR DROPPING OF

Strachey refused to withdraw or 
postpone the order despite the 
protests. He disputed Churchill's 
contention that bread rationing 
was not necessary. 

“We cannot avoid the introduc- 
tion of this scheme next week,” 
Strachey said. “It would be most 
rash before the harvests are gath- 
ered to enter into an undertaking 
on that point.”

Fritz Sauckel, gauletier of Thurin- 
gia and Nazi labor commitment 
boss, today pleaded guilty to re- 
cruiting “compulsory workers” in 
occupied territories but denied 
vehemently as charged in the in- 
dictment that he ever conscripted 
“slave labor.” 

This distinction, according to 
Servatius, is no mere legal quib- 
ble. Mobilization of workers 
through coercion is not expressly 
forbidden, he argued, by the 
Hague conventions on land war- 
fare which indeed authorize it for 
certain local purposes. But “en- 
slaved labor” implies inhumanity. 

Denial of Brutality. 

In the first place, the defense 
summation contended, Sauckel 
was innocent of brutal practices. 
If atrocities occurred they were 
the crimes of others—the Wehr- 
macht, Albert Speer’s transport 
and traffic units, Alfred Rosen- 
berg’s East ministry, fortification 
and engineering staffs, railway 
and air force building units and 
particularly the state police of 
S. S. Reichsfuehrer Heinrich 
Himmler. 

But if Sauckel was guilty in this 
respect, it was contended, he was 
justified by slave labor methods 
employed in Russia against Ger- 
mans; by inhuman measures of 
the Allies such as the use of the 
atomic bomb, area bombing of 
German cities and wholesale 
deportations of Germans from 
Eastern Europe that are now in 
progress. At any rate, the at- 
torney argued, states are per- 
mitted under international law to 
proceed to all extremes if the 
question at issue is self-preserva- 
tion. 1 

Admissions as to French. 

Servatius denied the accusation 
that under Sauckel’s rule Soviet 
workers were sold on the auction 
block for 10 to 15 reichsmarks. 
It was true, the lawyer admitted, 
that he once demanded the shoot- 
ing of a French prefect but the 
sentence was never carried out, 
It was likewise true that Sauckel 
advocated the handcuffing “in a 
polite way” of French labor con- 
scripts and that he recommended 
unwilling deportees should be 


shanghaied. Tuch éxpressions 
were goaded from Sauckel, the 
lawyer asserted, by resistance 
from the French underground. 

Emphasis was placea on the 
defendant’s “benevolent basic at- 
titude.” Some doubt as to his 
mental powers was thought to 
have been suggested b the speak- 
er's exclamation: Faithful to the 
end, Sauckel cannot to this day 
understand. what has happened.” 

Servatius said that his client 
“does not deny the facts taken 
here as a basis and offered by the 
prosecution in bewildering abun- 
dance.” He was diagnosed by his 
advocate as having been “subjec- 
tively innocent” because at the 
moment he had no consciousness 
of committing crime. 

Usual Nazi Defense. 

Servatius followed the usual de- 
fense strategy of trying to shift 
the blame from his client to men 
either dead or unable to speak 
fot themselves. The prime mover 
of the forced labor program was 
of course Hitler. Savage man- 
hunts involving the burning of vil- 
lages and the seizure of workers 
in homes, theaters and even 
churches were mostly the work 
of Himmler’s 8.8. Elite Guards 
and Gestapo. 

Transportation of the victims 
and their treatment in labor 
camps were in the hands of the 
labor front under Robert Ley, who 
hanged himself in the Nuernberg 
prison. Industrialists like Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halback, 
too ill to stand trial, were respon- 
sible for their treatment inside 
the factories, If special measures 
were taken against Jews that was 
Himmler’s doing at the instigation 
of Paul Joseph Goebbels. 

On grounds having nothing to 
do with benevolence Sauckel was 
represented as having resisted 
maltreatment of his hordes’ of 
vassals. His mission was to ex- 
tract from them a maximum 
volume of work. How could he 
hope to achieve this, asked his 
spokesman, if they were en- 
feebled by hunger and privat ion 
and especially if they had been 
exterminated? 

After Servatius finished, Dr. 
Franz Exner opened defense ar- 
guments for Col. Gen. Alfred 
Jodl. He declared the prosecu- 
tion included in its indictment 
“a non-political general who had 
no idea there woul@ be a war.”

Eviction Notices 


to 200 Veterans 


Reported in Week; Number Rising 


7000 Ex-G.I.s Registered at Center, With 


No Homes Available—Landlord Asks 
for $35 Weekly for Room. 


More than 200 cases of veterans 
and their families being served 
with eviction notices have been 
brought to the attention of the 
Veterans’ Service Center the last 
week, William K. Moors, director, 
said today. 

The number of evictions is in- 
creasing every day, Moors. said. 
Yesterday 40 veterans visited the 
Center to complain that they had 
been ordered to move. 

At the same time, Edward L. 
Butler, head of the housing sec- 
tion of the Veterans’ Center, said 
that few, if any, suitable rooms, 
apartments or houses had been 
registered with the housing sec- 
tion as being available to vet- 
erans. 

Number of Cases Rising. 

„Since the end of OPA,“ Butler 

said, we are getting an increas- 


— 


ing number of cases of acute dis- 


tress, and at the same time we 
find that the only landlords who 
have called us are those expect- 
ing unusually high rents.” The 
housing section, he said, has 7000 
veterans registered for homes and 
no suitable homes available. 

As an example of what land- 

lords are asking of veteraris, he 
said one man called to say that 
he had one room which he would 
rent for $35 a week—if a veteran 
would pay his rent six months 
in advance, A woman offered to 
rent a room for $25 a week, but 
would take no children—because, 
she said, her dogs did not like 
children, 
Most of the acute cases of vet- 
erans needing housing are vet- 
erans with families, Butler said. 
A relatively small number of 
housing units available are in 
places that will take children. 

Evicted From Chicken House. 
One veteran, Harry L. Brewer, 
has been ordered to move by Sat- 
urday from a chicken house where 
he has been living with his wife 
and three children, on Highway 


61, a mile north of the Meramec 
River, for three months. 

Brewer has been working for 
his landlord in place of paying 
rent. He and his family had been 
evicted from a home in Lemay 
before moving into the chicken 
house because his previous house 
was sold to a man who wished to 
occupy the house himself. Brewer 
said he has been looking every- 
where in the St. Louis area since 
receiving his latest eviction no- 
tice, but has been unable to find 
any housing for his family. 

Another veteran complained to 
Butler that he had been living 
alone in an attic room while he 
sought in vain for an apartment 
so he could bring his wife and 
child here from out of town. Fin- 
ally, he said, his landlady told him 
that he could have two rooms in 
her home if he would paint and 
paper the entire interior of the 
residence. 

This the veteran did, Butler 
said, working all of his spare time 
for three weeks. At the end of 
that time, Butler said, the land- 
lady served the veteran with a 
three-day eviction notice. Now he 
has room here neither for his 
family nor for himself. 

Family Sleeping in Park. 

Another veteran, a Negro, told 
Butler he had been sleeping in a 
public park for the last two weeks 
with his wife and six children. 

“In desperate situations like 
these,” Butler said, “any St. Louis 
householder who is willing to take 
in a veteran—and particularly a 
veteran and his family—should 
call our housing division immedi- 
ately. These veterans are willing 
and able to pay a reasonable rent, 
but unless they get some kind of 
roof over their heads, the postwar 
future isn’t going to look very 
good to them.” — 

Rooms, apartments or houses 
available for veterans and their 
families should be reported to the 
Veterans’ ‘Service Center, CHest- 
nut 6645.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The CIO announced today the se- 
lection of Jack Kroll as ad- 
ministrative head of the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee, with top 
level policy vested in a five-man 
executivetboard. This setup would 
replace the one-man control of 
PAC activities which prevailed 
under the late Sidney Hillman. 

Kroll, 61 years old, who has 
been Hillman’s assistant on CIO- 
PAC, will handle day-to-day sup- 
ervision and direction of CIO- 
PAC work. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
made today’s announcement after 
the plan had been ratified at a 
meeting of the CIO executive 
board, 

“In recognition of its responsi- 
bilities in the field of political ac- 
tion,” Murray told reporters, “the 
CIO has decided to intensify its 
work in this field and to enlarge 
the apparatus for conducting po- 
litical action work.” 

The five-man executive board, 
named to shape CIO-PAC policies, 
consists of the secretary-treasur- 
ers of four CIO unions, plus Kroll, 
a vice president of the CIO Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers Union. 
Kroll will be -executive board 
chairman. 

The members of the executive 
board besides Kroll are: David 
J. McDonald, secretary-treasurer 
of the CIO steel workers; Julius 
Emspak, secretary-treasurer of the 
CIO electrical workers; George F. 
Addes, secretary-treasurer of the 
CIO auto workers, and William 
Pollock, secretary-treasurer of the 
CIO textile workers. 

Action Group Enlarged. 

The CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee itself was enlarged from 
seven to 11 members, with Mur- 
ray and CIO Secretary-Treasurer 
James B. Carey included among 
the new members,

Nolte’s Report for Quar- 
ter Shows $71,441 In- 


crease in Tolls, Gaso- 
line Receipts, 


Large increases in the city’s 
receipts of revenue from the eigar- 
ette tax, the gasoline tax and 
MacArthur Bridge tolls, are shown 
in Comptroller Louis Nolte’s quar- 
terly report, issued today. The 
quarter covered is the first quar- 


ter of the fiscal year 1946-47, and 
the comparison is with the first 
quarter of 1945-46, 

For the three months ending 
July 8, license tax collections on 
cigarettes were $392,186, an in- 
crease of $121,304 over the show- 
ing for the corresponding months 
of 1945, which was $207,882. A 
more plentiful supply of cigar- 
ettes, and the return of many 
smokers from the armed services, 
contributed to this increase, 

Gasoline, no longer rationed, 
yielded $132,681 in the last quar- 
ter, an increase of $19,599 over the 
1945 figure, which was $113,082. 

The bridge vehicle tolls for the 
quarter were $228,421, or $61,842 
more than in the same period of 
1945, when $176,579 was collected. 

The Police Department, for the 
quarter, expended $1,447,343, or 
$258,105 more than a year before, 
Election and Registration came 
to $63,113, this being $26,008 more 
than in 1945, when the cost was’ 
$37,015. Five branches of the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers 
had five-figure increases. The 
Fire Department received $560,047, 
or $19,288 more than the $540,759 
of a year before. / 

Disbursements for the quarter 
were $6,235,439, an incréase of 
$903,930 over the s riod of 
1945, When $5,381,500 was dis- 
bursed. The quarter’s expendi- ' 
tures, the Comptroller shows, were 
less than 25 per cent of the appro- 
priation for the fiscal year, the 
exact figure being 23.65 per cent. 
The appfopriation for the year 
1946-47 is $29,729,750, or $3,370,534 
more than for 1945-46, when the 
amount was $26,359,216.

SLAUGHTER CITES 
WHEELER CASE 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 18 
(AP) — Representative Slaughter 
(Dem.), Missouri, informed today 
of President Truman’s declaration 
against him for renomination, said 
he felt the President would not 
have made such an unusual state- 
ment “had he not been embar- 
rassed and chagrined by the fail- 
ure of Montana voters to heed his 
recommendations,” 

Slaughter referred to the defeat 
of Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who sought renomination in 
Tuesday's primary. 

Saying he had. been informed 
that Truman had asked the Pen- 
dergast organization to oppose 
him, Slaughter said in a written 
statement: . 

“Such action is not unexpected 
since it has been an open secret 
in Washington for some time that 
the White House, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hannegan, the late Sidney 
Hillman, and all of the New York 
officers of the PAC have been en- 
gaged in a common enterprise 
with respect to this particular 
election. 

The issues in this congressional 
district are crystal clear. 

“A New York PAC organizer, 
Telford Dudley, spent a week here 
followed by a Pendergast indorse- 
ment. The issue will be whether 
voters in Missouri are to select 
their representatives, or whether 
they shall be selected from New 
York or Washington, The Presi- 
dent, incidentally, is not a con- 
stituent of mine, casts no vote in 
the Fifth District, but is a resident 
of Independence. 

“Judging from yesterday's defeat 
suffered by Senator Wheeler, there 
are many who feel that outside 
influence, presidential or other- 
wise, in local elections is not wel- 
comed by the voters who select 
the candidate,” Slaughter said, “In 
other words, I feel that the Presi- 
dent would not have made such 
an unusual statement had he not 
been embarrassed and chagrined 
by the failure of Montana voters 
to heed his recommendations.”

First Supervisors’ Con- 


tract in Industry. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
A government-granted wage agree- 
ment. covering 136 mine super- 
visors gave John L. Lewis a new 


toehold today in the soft coal 


industry. 

It means that Lewis and his 
United Mine Workers (AFL) have 
won the first contract in the his- 
tory of the industry specifying 
supervisors wages and working 
conditions. 

Mine owners for years have re- 
jected contracts applicable to 
supervisors, on the contention that 
supervisors represent manage 
ment. 

In recent weeks the operators 
sought unsuccessfully to restrain 
the Government from entering into 
such an agreement. The mines 
still are under federal operation 
as a result of the seizure order 
which grew out of the two-month 
bituminous strike this spring. 

The agreement was by Secretary 
of the Interior J. A. Krug and 
Adm, Ben C. Moreell, coal mines 
administrator. It stipulates that 
it is to be effective only for the 
period of Government possession 
and is to be voided in event the 
courts should hold the Govern- 
ment acted improperly. 

The coal industry, however, is 
certain that Lewis will insist on 
the operators accepting the terms 
and conditions which existed dur- 
ing Government seizure. 

The agreement announced last 
night applies to 136 supervisors at 
four mines of the Jones & Laugh- 
lin Steel- Corp. in western Penn- 


The National Labor Relations 
Board ruled several months ago 
that the United Clerical, Technical 
and Supervisory Employes Union 
of UMW’s District 50 was the 
proper bargaining agent for these 
employes. The Jones & Laughlin 
firm moved to contest the decision 
in the courts. 

The case was regarded as a 
test for the industry, in which 
there are estimated to be 65,000 
to 75,000 supervisors of all types. 
The new agreement, however, 
exempts “general assistant mine 
foremen” pending a further NLRB 
decision. 

Jones & Laughlin supervisors 
covered in the pact were granted 
a $1.85 daily pay rise plus a $25 
increase in vacation pay. Krug 
and Moreell signed two other 
agreements covering clerical and 
technical employes of J. & L. and 
the Industrial Collieries Corp., 
Johnstown, Pa., a subsidiary of 
Bethlehem Steel. These workers 
were given the same 18% cents 
hourly increase granted Lewis’ 
coal miners under an earlier Gov- 
ernment-union agreement. 

The supervisory agreement car- 
ried a stipulation that in event 
J. & L. refuses to place it in ef- 
fect the UMW will file a “refusal 
to bargain” charge with NRLB 
so the “company may have an op- 
portunity to obtain a final judicial 
determination” under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act. 

The agreement specified that 
“supervisory employes” shall con- 
tinue at all times “to conduct 
themselves in a manner consistent 
with the proper performance of 
their duties, and shall not engage 
in any conduct” which would di- 
rectly or indirectly impair the 
lawful position of management in 
its relationship” with employes. 

One provision specifies that the 
agreement is to be terminated if 
“applicable legislation” should 
nullify NLRB’s present position 
regarding supervisory workers— 
an apparent reference to demands 
in Congress for legislation to out- 
law unfonization of supervisors,

He told reporters: 

“Now that the shouts have died 
to whispers, I think in fairness to 
my son it must be said that in 
reality what happened was that a 
young American drove a girl 
home from an embassy party, 
stopped his car under a street 
light in front of her home and did 
what many a young American 
would do or what a young man in 
any country might do in a similar 
setting. 

“He tried to kiss the girl good- 
night. She evidently misunder- 
stood his intentions and screamed. 
The attention of Soviet police was 
attracted to the case.”

RIVAL FORCES IN CHINA 
ON MOVE ALONG YANGTZE 


NANKING, July 18 (AP)—Rival 
Chinese Government and Commu- 
nist armies were on the march 
along the mighty Yangtze river 
today and clashes north of this 
vital artery of China posed a 
threat of full-scale civil war. 

Gen. Chou En-lai leader of the 
Communist delegation in Nanking, 
charged the Government with “ag- 
gressions” and told a press con- 
ference “local conflicts are blos- 
soming rapidly into civil war.” 

Peng Hsueh-pei, minister of in- 
formation, denied this and asserted 
that Communist armies instead 
were marching from the north 
upon the Yangtze, along whose 
banks lie Nanking and the great 
port of Shanghai. 

Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
United States envoy, flew to the 
summer capital at Kuling to con- 
fer with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and presumably gave 
him the latest account of the 
deteriorating situation.

28 INJURED BY GRENADES

grenade explosions at a British 
army club in Alexandria where at 
least 28 persons were injured.

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, July 18 
(AP)—Ecuadorean authorities be- 
gan an investigation today into 
the crash of an Andesa Airlines 
plane at Cuenca yesterday which 
cost the lives of 32 persons. 

The dead included three Amer- 
icans—Pilot Darwin Day of Yonk- 
ers, N.Y.; Co-Pilot Wayne Miller 
of Cheyenne, Wyo., and the lat- 
ter’s li-year-old son, Neil. The 
remaining crew members and 
passengers were listed as Ecua- 
doreans.

BOY, 16, CHARGED f 


WITH MURDER OF 


NAVY VETERAN 


Then Tumbling Him In- 
to Ditch in Illinois, 
Where He Drowned. 


Gene Hubert Sutton, 16-year-old 
Pinckneyville (III.) youth, was ar- 
raigned today on a murder charge 
after admitting yesterday that he 
choked Lloyd Broha, 20, a Navy 
combat veteran, in a quarrel June 
8 and tumbled Broha into a ditch 
— he drowned in shallow 
water. 


The murder charge was filed by 


State’s Attorney Harold Farmer, 
who obtained a written statement 
trom Sutton after a lie detector 
test showed the six-foot high 
school youth was lying in ear#ler 
declarations that he had no con- 
nection with Broha’s death. The 
lie detector was brought from 
Springfield after an investigation 
connected Sutton with the case. 
In his statement, the youth said 
he picked up Broha, who appeared 
to have been drinking, at a Pinck- 


neyville cafe shortly before mid- 


night on June 8 and drove him 
to a country school house west of 
town, The pair quarreled and 
Broha struck him, Sutton said. 
He said he seized Broha, who was 
of medium build, by the throat 
and choked him. He then drove 
his machine, with Broha “gurgling 
in his throat,” beside him, through 
Pinckneyville to a point three 
miles east of town, where he 
rolled him down an em ent 
into the ditch. He denied know- 
ing there was water in the ditch 
until later, when he turned his 
automobile around in the road, 

Asked by 
been remorseful following the 
finding of Broha’s body next day, 
Sutton replied, “No, he tried to 
hurt me.” The cause of the quar- 
rel was not included in the state- 
ment, Farmer said, 

Examination of Broha’s body 
showed that death was caused by 
drowning and that his- stomach 
contained chloral hydrate, a 
sleeping compound. A Coroner's 
jury found that Broha had been 
placed in the ditch, but it was 
not determined when or where the 
sleeping compound was taken. 

Broha had been home less than 
three months, after service in the 
Pacific, and was employed on a 
railroad section crew. His father 
and Sutton’s father are miners, 
employed at the same strip mine.

CITY, July 18— 
ln act extending the life of state 
automobile drivers’ licenses until 
June 30, 1947, and providing for 
staggered issuance of the licenses 
thereafter was approved late yes- 
terday by Gov. Donnelly. 

The bill, carrying an urgency 
clause which made it effective on 
approval, will replace an emer 
gency executive order calling on 
enforcement officers to honor, un- 


til further notice, all 
which expired last June 30. 

A “bottleneck” in renewal of 
the licenses had developed from 
a combination of departmental re- 
organisation, and operation of a 
1043 act requiring that all such 
| licenses expire June 30, 1946, and 
la; become renewable the following 
day, July 1. 

The Secretary of State lost jur- 
isdiction of such licenses on July 
1 under an act establishing the 
new State Department of Revenue. 
The new department was con- 
fronted with the necessity of im- 
mediate’ renewal of 1,250,000 l- 
censes. It was estimated this 
would have required at least four 
months. 

The new act provides that all 
drivers’ licenses which would have 
expired June 30, or any new ones 
issued since that date, shall be 
valid until June 30, 1947. Before 
the latter date all automobile driv- 
ers in Missouri must make appli- 
cation for new licenses to be is- 
sued after June 30, 1947. 

The license to be issued after 
June 30, 1947, will be valid for two 
years from the first birthday an- 
niversary of the applicant after 
June 30, 1947. 

For instance, a driver who ap- 
plied for new license before June 
30, 1947, and whose birthday falls 
on Dec. 1, would receive a license 
good until Dec. 2, 1949. His license 
would become renewable each two 
years after Dec. 1, 1949. To meet 
the problem of leap-year anniver- 
saries, the act provides that in 
years in which the calendar does 
not include a Feb. 29, the anni- 
2 date shall be considered to 


be March 1. 

The Governor also signed a bill 
providing that all unclaimed 
money remaining in funds im- 
pounded in state or federal courts, 
in Missouri litigation over rates, 
fares or other charges, shall es- 
cheat to the state. The state treas- 
urer then shall publish the names 
of persons to whom the money 
was due, but who could not be 
located. If claims are not filed 
within two years, and established 
in court, the funds become the 
property of the state. 

The act would apply to un- 
claimed balances such as that in 
federal court litigation over a fire 
insurance rate increase of 162-3 
per cent. 

Other bills signed by the Gover- 
nor included a $5,811,100 appropri- 
ation for the new State Depart- 
ment of Revenue for the current 
fiscal year; authorizing counties 
to issue bonds for the construc- 
tion of public war memorials or 
community buildings and to main- 
tain such memorials; authorizin 
the state to match up to $10, 
funds provided by cities or coun- 
ties for construction of air fields, 
and increasing the daily allow- 
ance for board and lodging for 
each juror, from $2 to $3.50, in 
felony cases in which the Fgh 
“Bh are not permitted to separate 
ii Donnelly signed a bill today al- 
li loting $8,650,483 to operate the 
ii penal and charitable institutions 
for the next year.

Prices, Trying to Take Our Clothes Off, 
He Tells Correspondents—Hopes to Start 


Producing Electricity by December.

USSIANS working on the largest single reconstruction job in

However, Feodor Loginov, in charge of the giant reconstruction 
project, said American firms were charging double prewar prices for 
some electrical units and that Russia might have to obtain the equip- 


ment elsewhere unless some sort of price agreement were effected. d 


„At that rate of bargaining. 
they are trying to take our clothes 
off,” Loginoy said at special press 
conference for the first group of 
foreign correspondents to visit the 
dam since it was blown up in 
1941. 

Some American equipment al- 
ready has arrived here, he said, 
but if United States firms con- 
tinue to ask high prices, the 
Soviet Union may manufacture 
much of the material which it 
had hoped to purchase from 
America. He added that some 
equipment may be brought from 
Britain because the United States 
cannot meet certain orders within 
a year. 

For the last 33 months, Russian 
workmen have been at werk on 
the dam and hydro.- electric devel- 
opment— greatest in Russia —after 


the Russians themselves and then 


the Germans took turns in wreck- 
ing it. 

As many as 14,000 persons, in- 
cluding 1200 German war prison- 
ers, have been employed on the 
project. Many of them were in- 
experienced collective farmhands 
when they first started work here. 
Approximately two out of five 
were women and girls. Loginov 
gaid the German prisoners were 
doing a good job. 

“They work well and I have no 
complaints,” Feodor Loginov told 
the correspondents. 

First Praise of Germans. 

It was the first time the corre- 
spondents — who recently have 
toured a large area in southern 
Russia—have heard a good word 
concerning the work of German 
prisoners from any Soviet authori- 
ty. The Germans can be seen 
everywhere working at various 


- Jjobs—usually at building streets— 


and the Russians for the most 
part have described their work 
as poor or indifferent. The Ger- 
mans are among 12,914 workers, 
including 865 engineers, now em- 
ployed on the dam. , 

Loginov began by explaining 
that Russians proudly considered 
the dam to be one of the first 
great construction achievements of 
their nation. 

“And,” he added softly, “I hope 
no atomic bombs will destroy it.” 

The correspondents found that 
the main structure of the dam 
had been fully restored. They 
walked across the top of the huge 
structure and drove in automo- 
biles through tunnel roads extend- 
ing the full length of the dam just 
below the water level. 

Workmen are now r@pbuilding 
the powerhouse which turned out 
three billion kilowatt hours of 
electricity annually for factories, 
mines and collective farm“ in the 
Ukraine and elsewhere in south- 
ern Russia. 

Port Area Dry Now. 

The river port area above the 
dam, which handled the major 
share of the Dnepr’s préwar 
freight of about 2,000,000 tons a 
year, is high and dry now, but is 
expected to be busy again by next 
April, following the impounding 


of the Dnepr’s waters. | 


Loginov said that one of the 
nine turbine-generator assemblies 
would be working by December, 
and the entire restoration job 
would be completed by 1948. 

The Russians have bought three 
generators from ral Elec- 
tric and three turbines from New- 
port News Shipbuilding & Dry 


Dock Co., Laginov said. Part of 


this equipment already has 
reached the dam, and part is now 
in Odessa harbor. 

We have been trying to get 
three additional generators from 
America, making six in all, but 
costs are holding up the deal,“ he 
said, 

Negotiations now are underway 
to buy switches and other special- 
ized equipment from the Switzer- 
land plant of the English Electric 
Co., he said, because American 
firms cannot make delivery of 
this equipment for 14 months. 

Completed in 1932, 

The dam, one of the Nazi's 
principal targets when they in- 
vaded the Ukraine in 1941, was 
completed in 1932. It is situated 
at Zaporozhe, 145 miles from the 
mouth of the Dnepr. Eighteen 
thousand workmen toiled five 
years to build the project, and 
an American engineer, Col. Hugh 
Cooper, served as technical ad- 
viser, 

It is a concrete and steel struc- 
ture 200 feet high and five-eighths 
of a mile long. . 

When the rmans reached the 
dam in the midsummer of 1941, 
they found that the Russians had 
dynamited a gap along the top, 
about one-fifth of the structure's 
length. This did not seriously 
damage the main part of the dam, 
but prevented the Germans from 
using the roadway across the top. 
In addition, the Russians had: 
disabled considerable electrical 
equipment, although they had not 
damaged the powerhouse. 

When the Red Army recaptured 
the dam in 1943, it found that the 
Germans had destroyed the proj- 
ect with malicious thoroughness. 

Loginov, who arrived at the site 
in March 1944, said concrete equal 
in height to an 11-story building 
had been blown away for three- 
fourths of the length of the dam. 
The pawerhouse had been razed 
by exp! , and all generators 
and turb mes had been destroyed. 

Only 10 civilians of the prewar 
population of 80,000 crawled from 
the rubble of Zaporozhe, he said. 

“That meant an enormous job in 
getting manpower to rebuild the 
dam,” Loginov said. “The country 
was still at war and we did not’ 
want to ask the central govern- 
ment for anything we didn’t have 
to. We did get permission to re- 
cruit help from collective farms 
nearby and to bring in some ex- 
perienced construction workers. 

“We had no houses. We sent 
our people up to Byelo-Russia 
where they cut timber and floated 
it down the Dnepr. 

“We got hold of an 11,500-acre 
farm and started cultivating it. 
Now we are able to give our work- 
ers 30 per cent food over the Rus- 
sian norm.”

When his judicial 
term expired in 1944 he roundly 
defeated two Democrats for the 
nomination for Governor, but Sam 
C. Ford, Republican, was re-elect- 
ed, 116,000 to 89,000. Montana has 
rarely had a Republican Governor 
or Senator. 

As a judge, Erickson was not 
subject to the draft. He tried to 
enlist in the Army and sought 
both Navy and Army commissions 
but was rejected on physical 
grounds. He wrote a number of 
impomtant opinions on water 
rights, an important field of law 
in dry country.

MILITARY AIRCRAFT 
OUTPUT BELOW NEED 
SET FOR DEFENSE 


637 Planes Produced in Six 
Months; 3000 a Year Con- 
sidered Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP)— 
Military aircraft production is 
lagging far below the minimum 
which Government officials con- 
sider necessary for adequate na- 
tional defense, an industry report 
disclosed today. 

The Aircraft Industries Associa- 
tion, manufacturers organization, 
reported that in the first half of 
this year the military services 
received 637 planes—90 bombers, 
488 fighters, 42 transports and 17 
helicopters. In June only 62 mili- 
tary planes were produced, These 
figures contrasted with views of 
the Air Co-ordinating Committee 
—comprising top echelon State, 
War, Navy and Commerce De- 
partment and Civil Aeronautics 
Board officials.

It is now plain, in the belief of 
Chinese intellectuals here, that the 
exponents of civil war in China 
are resorting to organized terror- 
ism in their efforts to frustrate 
a peaceful settlement between the 
ruling Government party (Kuo- 
mintang) and the Chinese Com- 
munists. 8 

The two conflicting party armies 
remain in a state of half war, 
half peace, with each accusing 
the other of unprovoked attacks 
at widely separated points in 
north China. 

Situation Deteriorating. 

The over-all picture is one of 
slow but continuing deterioration, 
enhanced by the shift of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek from Nan- 
king to a mountain ressort at 
Kuling, where he is less accessible 
to direct approach from the Com- 
munists. Difficulties of Gen. 
George C. Marshall, American 
special envoy, have increased pro- 
portionately. 

The Chinese Government has 
failed thus far to fix clearly the 
responsibility for the two Kun- 
ming killings, which came on the 
heels of a long series of strong- 
arm demonstrations against left- 
wing sympathizers. In previous 
outbreaks of gangsterism, how- 
ever, the terrorists had gone in 
more for cracking heads and de- 
stroying property than for out- 
right murder.

Electrical Industry. 


Nationalization of the electrical 
industry is only in process, but it 
is already almost certain that the 
administration will be Communist 
controlled, with a French bureau- 
crat as its titular head. 

In addition, Communists have 
infiltrated the new national ad- 
ministration of the banks and the 
old railroad administration: In 
these sectors full control has not 
yet been established, but pressure 
continues, 

The replacement of the capital-- 
ists by Communists as heads of 
great industrial enterprises is the 
most dramatic, but by no means 
the most significant current fact 
of the French scene. The Com- 
munists’ greatest asset is their 
control of the French labor feder- 
ation, the C.G.T. (Confederation 
Generale du Travail). The aged 
Leon Jouhaux, head of the C.G.T., 
is not a Communist, but the party 
had 80 per cent of the votes at 
the last test, and now dominates 
the unions in mining, railways, 
steel and virtually all other heavy 
industries. 

In itself, this control of labor in 
the heavy industries gives the 
party a vast political leverage. 

Consider the situation in the 
coal ihdustry, however. In the 
single industry most vital to 
France, both the management and 
labor leadership is Communist. 
Such a monopoly should make the 
De Wendels themselves, the most 
powerful of the old French indus- 
trialists, turn green with envy. 

Control of Key Ministries. 

Nor are these the only Com- 
munist assets. By participating in 
the government, the party con- 
trols certain key ministries, of 
which reconstruction, under the 
shrewd and charming Francois 
Billoux, is perhaps the most valu- 
able. (It is worth remembering, 
however, that the French govern- 
ment arsenals are also in Com- 
munist hands through allotment 
of the Armaments Ministry to the.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On returning to my home town of St. 
Louis after seven years, it is difficult 
for me to believe that a situation exists 
in which certain swimming pools in St. 
Louis County are restricted to “Aryans.” 
The only difference between this policy 
and the practice of German racism or 


dur own caste system of Jim Crow is 


that this is something new. This is a 
step backward. 

We have seen “restricted” signs in the 
past, but their use appears to be on 
the increase. How far is it from St. 
Louis County, U. S. A., to Kielce, Poland? 
The distance can better be measured by 
degree than by kind. Both spots show 


' symptoms of the same mental sickness. 


“Officers Only” signs used to grate 


upon my democratic nerves while in the 


service. Strange as it may seem, how- 
ever, there were no “Gentiles Only” 
signs in New Guinea, the Philippines or 
Japan. My brother, who fought in 
France until he was hit, later swam in 
an unrestricted German pool on the 
banks of the Rhine. I remember swim- 
ming before the war at the Treecourt 
Pool. I hardly thought I would be wel- 
comed back with a restricted sign 
meaning “No Jews Allowed” on my re- 
turn. 

It’s a strange feeling. I guess it’s just 
about the same feeling a Nisei veteran 
gets on returning to his home on the 
West Coast and looking at a sign in a 
barber shop reading “Japs Keep Out,” 
or the same as that of a Negro veteran 
who has tasted the fruit of real democra- 
ey and race equality overseas, and is 
barred from voting in Georgia. 

I've met anti-Semitism in the past but 
I have always felt and still feel that 
the experiences of the war in general 
helped to bring people of different back- 
grounds closer together and were a 
force for tolerance and better human 
relations. I only hope that the present 
evidence to the contrary is not indica- 
tive of general public opinion. 

It I am right, then it is the. job of 
eivic, community, veteran and religious 
groups and the newspapers to bring 
enough pressure to bear on the com- 
munity as a whole to carry out an ac- 
tive boycott of all restricted areas.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You may not have agreed with every- 
thing we were trying to do, but I don’t 
know of any domestic issue on which 
the people ‘have had a better opportuni- 
ty to see all the sides. After working 
so closely with the newspaper men here 


in Washington, I have come to have 


greater and greater admiration for their 
integrity and high professional ability. 

I think the American people deserve 
a tremendous amount of credit for the 
job they have done in helping to stabil- 
ize the economy, against great odds. For 
the first time in any war, a runaway 
inflation has so far been avoided. Pro- 
duction, both during the war and in the 
period since V-J day, reached all-time 
peaks. And, meanwhile, profits and in- 
comes of most groups in the country 
have been greater than ever before. 

I have been in this fight against in- 
lation since shortly after Pearl Harbor. 
It has been a long, hard, nerve-racking 
task. But that is not why I am leaving 


| it. Instead, I had come to feel that my 


resignation would help greatly to force 
a price control decision squarely on the 
merits of the issue itself. 

Today I am convinced that the fight 
fs not yet lost by any means. If Con- 
gress will pass a really effective law rea- 
sonably soon, we can still have the sta- 
ble tents and prices and the labor-man- 
agement co-operation which will give us 
the flood of production we need during 
the next few months. 

Regardless of what happens, I hope 
there will be no hysterical talk and no 
bitterness between various groups in 
the country. That sort of thing can’t 
help but make the solution of our prob- 
lems all the harder in the months ahead.

Montana Miracle 


The people of Montana Tuesday voted them- 
selves a political miracle and its implications 
probably are as astounding to them as they are 
to the rest of the nation. 

President Truman went out of his way to in- 
dorse his friend, Burton K, Wheeler, for re- 
nomination as Democratic candidate for United 
States Senator, and the President was rebuked; 
but that was not the only accomplishment, not 
even the chief one, in Montana’s selection of 
40-year-old Leif Erickson, farm-bred lawyer, to 
succeed the veteran isolationist. 

For the first time in a really representative 


| vote—the turnout for Tuesday’s primary was 


about 60 per cent and may have been a record 
—Montanans spoke up on MVA. It was not the 
major issue, but it figured prominently in the 
campaign. Enickson, former chairman of the 
Regional Committee for MVA, made no secret in 
speeches and literature of his determined sup- 
port of the authority, whereas Wheeler, though 
he tried to avoid it in his campaign, was on 
record in opposition. 

So for the first time, too, Montanans spoke up 
on foreign affairs. Traditionally they were not 
much concerned about American foreign policy 
abroad, but Erickson’s vigorous championship 
of international co-operation made it the prin- 
cipal issue. . ee 

Veterans, committees of whom were nomi- 
nally enlisted for both candidates, obviously 
threw their major support to the young pro- 
gressive. Even the Republicans who flocked 
into the Democratic primary (in major centers 
as much as 70 per cent of the votes cast were 
Democratic) and who usually support Wheeler, 
were badly split. Erickson headquarters esti- 
mated their candidate got one in three of the 
Republican votes. 

For the first time in a quarter-century, since 
the election of progressive Republitan Joseph M. 
Dixon as Governor in 1920, the Anaconda Cop- 
per and Montana Power Companies, industrial 
giants who dominate the State’s economic life, 
were soundly trounced. They made no secret 
of their bitter hostility to Erickson, and backing 
incumbent Sam C. Ford, Republican, they helped 
defeat the young progressive’s bid for the gov- 
ernorship only two years ago. In that campaign, 
Erickson lost by 25,000 votes and many political 


dopesters thought he was finished. 


But above all, Tuesday’s sensational upset 
brought down around Wheeler’s ears the amaz- 
ing bipartisan political dictatorship he had built 
up in the years since his election in 1922, during 
whieh his position was never seriously threat- 
ened. Hundreds of politicians in both parties 
were in his debt. Even Montana’s Republican 
Governor won office with Wheeler’s support. 
Wheeler had the backing of the dominant com- 
pany press. Even if, as rumored, he chooses 
to run as an independent, it is doubtful that he 
ean reassemble his defnoralized or rebellious 
machine. 

Finally and most significantly, he was unable 
to hold that which he counted upon most—the 
gratitude of the business community which even 
his enemies acknowledged he had earned: for 
Wheeler, even though never popular, was an 
effective Senator and got things done for his 
constituents. That fact, which few outside Mon- 
tana recognized, makes his defeat even more 
startling to those who accomplished it. 
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. . Cleavage in the CIO 

The PAC’s search for a successor to Sidney 
Hillman is not exactly a hunt in an open field, 
for the CIO itself faces a divisionist issue that 
only a man of major stature could override. Con- 
sequently it is reported that Philip Murray, CIO 
president, may himself assume direction of the 
PAC. : 

The threatening cleavage in the CIO has be- 
come apparent in recent weeks. In two of the 
largest unions, the auto and the electrical work- 
ers, a definite anti-Communist front has ap- 
peared. This has split one of the largest elec- 
trical locals; it has led the new auto union lead- 
ership to consider ferreting Reds out of top 
posts; it has created subsidiary moves toward 
house-cleaning in local CIO councils. 

While the danger of Communist infiltration is 
evident, the CIO leaders probably also fear that 
there may he greater danger in an out-and-out 
Red-baiting“campaign. That could split the or- 
ganization, and invite conquest by the rival AFL, 
just as it did in the case of the Dayton electrical 
local. Moreover, such divisions could spread 
most easily through the PAC, which is a politi- 
cal battleground for labor’s left and right. 

As PAC chairman, Sidney. Hillman generally 
determined policy on the merits of specific is- 
sues. He rid his own union of Communists, but 
never let that problem become paramount or 


‘ threatening. Philip Murray, a devout Catholic 


and no friend of Communists, has Hillman’s even 
temper and breadth of view, and the quality of 
middle-road leadership. Character of that kind 
is necessary unless PAC is to produce a spore 
of rival ideologies and a fissure in industrial 
unionism. | : 
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Trouble Again in Georgia 
It looks as though the Trust Company of 
Georgia, the Georgia Power Co. and the Ku

dared do nothing about it; has, in fact, sup- 
ported it.

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What’s Wrong With Mr. Nolte? 


For the second time in recent weeks, Louis 
Nolte, the constituted guardian of the city’s fi- 
nancial health, has acted to weaken it. First 
he tried to bar St. Louis from many millions of 
dollars in Federal housing aid. Now he is 
fighting a proposed contract with St. Louis 
County ter Co., under which the city woutd 
gain a @)kless profit of something like $1,000,- 
000. In both instances he has succeeded in de- 
laying final action. 0 

St. Louis has surplus water-supply capacity: 
County Water has a deficit. Entirely at County 
Water’s expense and risk, it is proposed to con- 
nect the systems. To protect St. Louis consum- 
ers, the city 1s committed to sell only so much 
water as is, in its own judgment, surplus. 

Nolte raised two main objections. The con- 
tract “militates against the needed merger of 
the city and county.” It would permit “a pri- 
vate corporation to use St. Louis facilities for 
its private gain, and for the enhancement of 
St. Louis County, its rival for population.” 

He apparently thinks that County Water will 
have to raise its rates if the city refuses to 
interchange water. New investment would be 
required, but there is no reason to assume 
higher rates. Even if county rates did go up, 
can Nolte think a few cents more a quarter 
would sway any householder in favor of merger? 


Would the county citizen not be more likely, 
seeing how foolishly the city had refused to gain 


a riskless profit, to be all the more resolute 
against merger? , 

County Water expects, of course, to profit; 
every contract ever signed was intended for 
benefit to both parties. Contrary to Nolte, pub- 
lic-private mutual-aid contracts are common 
practice and good practice. His concern should 
be the real gain this contract promises St. Louis, 
not the gain to County Water and its customers. 
There is no sense in cutting off the city’s nose 
to spite the county’s face, but that is Nolte's 


purpose. : 


The heart of the*matter is that Louis Nolte, 


who served the city well for so long, is now 
making some bad mistakes.

The case of William Heirens, the 17-year-old 
sophomore at the University of Chicago who has 
confessed three murders, one of them the kid- 
naping and brutal dissection of 6-year-old Su- 
zanne Degnan, is an appalling example of a 
breakdown in crime detection and law enforce- 
ment. a 

Heirens began stealing when he was 9. He 
has been a vicious criminal for eight years. De- 
pravity is all over his record. Yet he has been 
free ta roam at large, a menace to everyone. It 
is only now that he seriously tangles with the 
law, when he has taken three innocent lives in 
the most ghastly and senseless fashion and is 
implicated in 24 burglaries and five cases of 
assault. 

What sort of police protection has the public 
received in the case of William Heirens? Why 
had not the courts already dealt with this chronic 
criminal and put him where he could harm no 
one? 

It would be informative to read the whole rec- 
ord of Heirens, to learn what opportunities the 
police and courts have had—and muffed—to 
safeguard the people against his thievery and 
murder. There is blood on more than one head 
in this shocking and tragic case.

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Small Loans at 6 Per Cent 

One of the largest of the small-loan companies 
now offers to lend at 6 per cent “until Missouri 
borrowers have the protection of either a favor- 
able Supreme @purt decision or new legislation.” 
This same company was lending at 24 per cent 
earlier in the month, although only 8 per cent 
is legal until the Legislature acts. Public warn- 
ings that this practice invited prosecution pos- 
sibly caused the company to change its policy, 
However, the advertisement does raise two con- 
sequential points. 

This same nation-wide operator has recently 
offered, and presumably offers still, an interest 
rate of 18 per cent in four states. Then why is 
it seeking in Missouri a “favorable” court de- 
cision to charge rates much higher than that? 
And what “protection” will Missouri borrowers 
have if the loan companies succeed in persuad- 
ing the House, as they have already persuaded 
the Senate; to legislate very high rates? 

Also, why is this lender charging only 6 per 
The company is 
not in business to lose money. But—so this 
gesture indicates—it is in business right now 
to capture future patronage from others of its 
kind and, above all, it is in business for public 
sympathy now because the small-loan business 
in September will try again to wheedle excessive 
rates from the Legislature. 

But it is a little difficult to work up sympathy 
for those people who have fought so long to 
saddle high interest rates on needy Missourians, 
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A New York beauty emporium headlines an 
ad “A face must last a lifetime.” Yes, and the 
trouble is that too many do.

Business Men for Price Control

Jobs, purchasing power, volume, profits broke all peacetime records 
under OPA, new group points out; NAM represents only a 
of “small, noisy segment” of industry; greater number foresee re- 
peated and intensified boom-and-bust unless ceilings are continued. 


A Leuer to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


A small but very noisy segment of the 
business community has left the impres- 
sion with many Congressmen (as well as 
with millions of plain citizens) that Amer- 
ican business desires the emasculation of 
virtually all price control. 


I am writing you on behalf of the mem- 
bership of this organization to correct that 
prevalent misapprehension, The fact is 
that one poll after another shows that the 
majority of business men fear an OPA-less 
future. And the membership of the New 
Council, composed entirely of business men 
in 23 states, is distinctly worried about 
such a prospect. This organization does 
not face an OPA-less future with the “con- 
fidence” exuded by the NAM in its ads. 

The reasons for this desire for re-estab- 
jishment of inflation-control are not hard 
to find. 

Combating inflationary pressures with a 
free price system is not a new recipe. We 
tried it amidst the lesser inflationary pres- 
sures after World War I. The flurry of ris- 
ing prices lasted 18 months, with whole- 
sale prices going up 45 per cent. Millions 
of people with fixed incomes were put in 
a terrible squeeze while this was going on, 
and independent business suffered. Do we 
want to repeat that flurry? 


Inflation Has Happened Here 


In May, 1920, however, supply and de- 
mand set out to get into balance. They 
didn’t achieve balance, unfortunately, by 
demand holding up to supply. The public 
just could not buy goods at the peak to 
which inflation had carried prices. They 
achieved “balance” by demand falling off 
so badly that a third of all factory workers 
lost their jobs. They achieved balance by 
a demand for farm products far less than 
the farmers were producing. 

Farm prices collapsed and cut average 
annual farm income from $1360 a year to 
$460; 453,000 farmers were robbed of their 
farms through mortgage foreclosures. They 
achieved balance by reducing demand for 
manufactured goods to the point where all 
the manufacturers of the nation went into 
the red to the extent of $55,000,000 in 1921, 
after making $5,896,000,000 in 1919. 

That’s what happened then, when we 
counted on demand and supply to fix prices 
in a war-inflated economy. It will happen 


again if we take the advice of the National 
Association of Manufacturers and in the 
present even-more-inflated postwar econ- 
omy turn the forces of inflation loose upon 
the nation. 


Before the war the nation ate 126 pounds 
of meat per person per year. Now wé are 
consuming 145 pounds per person and want 
more. Will the cattle ranchers and hog 
producers be better off if prices run away 
and demand and supply get into balance 
at the prewar demand? 


No Profit to Farmers 


Before the war we drank 150 quarts of 
fresh liquid milk per person per year. Now 
we are drinking 220 quarts, Before the war 
the American people were eating 298 eggs 
per person per year; now they are eating 
371. Win the dairy farmers and the egg 
producers be better off if prices run away 
from the buying power of the American 
people and fresh milk and egg consumption 
fall back to prewar levels? 


What is true of farm products is true 
of manufactured ‘goods. We have devel- 
oped production facilities in many lines far 
greater than those before the war. Both 
business and labor will suffer if the prices 
of manufactured goods outrun the ability 


of the public to buy. It may seem rather 


impossible now, considering the public’s 
large wartime savings and the present full 
employment and generally good wages. It 
may take longer than it took after World 
War I before reaction sets in. That it 
wil] set in if we let prices run wild there 
can be not the slightest doubt. 


The manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers who are members of the New Coun- 
cil of American Business almost without 
exception are enjoying record volume and 
peak peacetime profits. The condition of 
our business, we know, is typical of that 
of other businesses throughout the nation. 
Business is booming. Jobs are plentiful. 
Purchasing power is double what it was 
before the war. Production is breaking all 
previous peacetime records—is on its way 
to even greater volume.

The Mortal Offense 


of Draja Mihailovic

The American mind and the American 
code revolt against the sentence of death 
imposed on Draja Mihailovic and his asso- 
ciates. This is so despite the feeling that 
Mihailovic himself must have been re- 
signed to the outcome. For he must have 
lived and acted in knowledge of custom 
and political method in the semi-barbaric 
Balkans of which his doom was an al- 
most routine manifestation. 

It is not hard, in this light, to see a kind 
of ritual in the trial and sentence, Mi- 
hailovic was condemned not so much for 
the crimes with which he was formerly 
charged as for the fact that he lost. 

Broadly speaking, Mihailovic represented 
the established order—the monarchy, the 
links with the Western powers. On the 
other hand, Tito represented the new forces 


that pressed in from the East, issuing 


from Russia. 

In course of his trial, the Chetnik let 
slip many an admission, either in apathy, 
fatigue or resignation, that betrayed his 
contempt for Tito and the Partisans. At 
the same time, however, he betrayed also 
his lack of scruples as to methods of fight- 
ing that revolutionary horde, seeing its 
members and its leaders no less as virtual 
bandits. There is no question but that 
Mihailovic strengthened the case of his 
prosecution and the plausibility of its 
judgment. 

However, a suspicion will linger in the 
democratic countries that both prosecu- 
tion and judgment were more of a purge 
of beaten but still dangerous enemies than 
a process of serene justice based on law,

Is Another Partition of Poland 
in the Offing? 


N HIS opening statement on Germany, Molotov was not addressing 

himself to Bevin and Byrnes. He was talking-over their heads to 

the Germans, intending to have the Germans understand what he 
meant while the British and the Americans couldn’t and probably 
wouldn't believe it. This opening gambit was shrewdly and cunningly 
contrived, and it was immediately successful: He put Russia forward 
as the champion and protector of German nationalism against the 
Western powers, and then—in order to give that idea time to work its 
effect in Germany—insisted on suspending negotiations, 


Mr. Bevin and Mr. Byrnes were 
unprepared to deal with this bold 
maneuver, Instead of challenging 
his thesis, and stating their own, 
they allowed it to stand—arguing, 
weakly and defensively, that they 
are not so bad as Molotov had 
painted them. They even allowed 
him to get away uncontradicted 
with the demagogic falsehood that 
to federalize Germany is to dis- 
member Germany. 

The grand purpose of M. Molo- 
tov’s statement is to shape the 
future of Europe. In what it 
affirms and in what it rejects, in 
what it says and in what it leaves 
unsaid, it is carefully designed to 
bring about the exclusion of the 
British, French and Americans 
from effective influence in the 
eventual German settlement, and 
to prepare the way for another 
Russo-German alliance. 


Question for Moscow. 


I know how serious a charge 
this is. The proof is complex and 
cumulative. But we may begin 
with one crucial point on which, I 
submit, no other interpretation is 
possible: How can Russia, and 
why does Russia, denounce the 
Western powers as wishing to 
“dismember” Germany, when it is 
Russia which has annexed for her- 
self and for Poland the large Ger- 
man territory east of the Oder 
and the Neisse rivers? 

“It has of late,” said Molotov, 
“become fashionable to talk about 
dismemberment of Germany into 
several ‘autonomous’ states; about 
federalization of Germany and 
about the separation of the Ruhr 
from Germany. ... Naturally, if 
as a result of a plebiscite through- 
out Germany (sic) the German 
people express their wish to trans- 
form Germany into a federal state, 
or if as a result of a plebiscite in 
various former German tes a 
desire will be manifested to k 
away from Germany, it goes with- 
out that there cannot be 
any objection on our part.” 

Thus Molotov is against what 
he calls “dismemberment,” unless 
the vote for it, though 
Russia and Poland have already 
dismembered eastern Germany, 
and he is bg to a unified

Molotov’s Bait. 


That the Germans are listening, 
and that they will understand, 
there can be no doubt. The West- 
ern allies, who have talked more 
than they have thought about 
German unity, can never give the 
Germans the unity the Germans 
really want. 

For the Western allies can 
never restore the lost provinces 
of eastern Germany. But Russia 
can restore them, and that is why 
Molotov is able to out-talk Bevin 
and Byrnes on the subject of Ger- 
man unity. Russia can restore 
German unity by the simple ex- 
pedient of doing once more what 
has been done four times before: 
by joining with Germany to parti- 
tion Poland. 

This is the prospect which Molo- 
tov holds out to the Germans as 
the reason why they should turn 
to Moscow and should reject the 
oe plan of a German federa- 

on. 

The more trouble there is in 
Poland, the nearer the day whén 
the Russians decide that an inde- 
pendent Poland is unmanageable, 
and that an alliance with Ger- 
many based on the partition of 
Poland is once again, as it was 
for so long in the past, their best 
and easiest policy. 

That this day may not be so 
far distant is plainly indicated by 
the whole substance and tenor of 
Molotov’s statement. For he 
would never have turned 30 
sharply in favor of Germany 
against France if he were not 
getting ready also to turn in fa- 
vor of Germany against Poland.

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VETERANS RAZING 
ARMY CAMPS FOR 
HOUSING LUMBER 


1500 Homes to Result From 
Plan Used by San 
Diego, Cal. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif, July 18 
(AP) — Let house-hungry United 
States veterans get at an army 
wartime training camp and they'll 
tear it apart for the lumber as 
thoroughly, if not as quickly, as 
an atomic bomb. That is what is 
happening to Camp Callan near 
here, 

The city purchased the camp 
from the War Department for 
$200,000 and accepted return of 
the site; which it had leased to 
the Government during the war. 
Veterans were invited “to come 
and get it.” 

“We estimated that it would 
take about eight or nine months 
for them to demolish the camp,” 
said J. H. Shaw, city purchasing 
agent. That was about two months 
ago. Now the big camp is more 
than half gone — its 20,000,000 
board feet of lumber and other 
material rapidly providing veter- 
ans’ homes. It is estimated that 
1500 homes will result from the 
program. 

The city sells the lumber at $40 
a thousand board feet, former 
OPA ceiling price, under the fol- 
lowing plans: 

1, Barracks—to groups of vet- 
erans, or to contractors for vet- 
erans, with the buyers doing the 
wrecking and removal. 

2. Buildings wrecked under con- 
tract by the city with the material 
sold to veterans or contractors. 

Mess halls and hospitals — di- 
vided to make two bedroom units 
of 936 square feet each by cutting 
in half,

536 MILLION IN RELIEF 
BY U.S. N 3 MONTHS 


More Than Three Fourths to 
Europe—Total Since July, 
1940, $2,305,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The United States provided $536,- 
000,000 in relief aid to other coun- 
tries in the first three months of 
this year, 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported today that $454,000,000 was 
in the form of civilian relief sup- 
plies, $2,000,000, in relief services, 
ond $80,000,000 in cash. Europe 
got more than three-fourths of 
the total, 

Of the supplies furnished, food 
constituted 62 per cent and cloth- 
ing, texties and footwear 15 per 
cent. 

The United States Government's 
over-all expenditures on foreign 
relief and rehabilitation from 
July 1, 1940, through March 31 
this year totaled $2,305,000,000, of 
which $2,125,000,000 was in sup- 
plies. By July 1, 1947, the total 
probably will exceed $4,500,000,000, 
the department estimated, 

Italy drew the greatest amount 
of relief aid, getting supplies 
valued at $570,000,000. The Bal- 
kans got $430,000,000, France $225,- 
000,000, Belgium and The Nether- 
lands $140,000,000 each, Czechoslo- 
vakia $85,000,000, Russia $60,000,- 
00, and Germany and Austria to- 
gether got $100,000,000, the depart- 
ment estimated. 

The Pacific and Oriental areas 
received $149,000,000 in relief sup- 
plies. The Philippines got $74,- 
000,000 worth, two-thirds of it in 
food; China $45,000,000, half in 
food and one-fourth in clothing; 
and Japan and Japanese posses- 
sions, $30,000,000, four-fifths, in 
food,

It began when 
the men of the resistance took 
over in the provinces, At that 
time, or shortly thereafter, the 
Communists moved into and be- 
gan to operate many of the most 
important provincial newspapers. 

The Communist direction of a 
large part of the provincial press 
is still a significant fact. 

To these daily papers has now 
been added an 8 weekly, 
“La Terre,” or The Earth,” edited 
by the Communist peasant leader, 
Waldeck Rochet. The columns of 
“The Earth” sound like Browder- 
ism. Its platform includes such 
planks as protection of the peas- 
ants’ savings, sanctity of the fam- 
ily, and sanctity of peasant land- 
holding. Yet this propaganda has 
had its effect, as the voting indi- 
cated, The Communists considered

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it was sufficiently successful to 
make the Ministry of Agriculture 
one of their chief demands in the 
last Cabinet crisis, and to be will- 
ing to take the supremely un- 
popular Food Ministry as part of 
the bargain. 

Such are the achievements 
date of the French Communists. 

Thus far, they are a minority 
party, having carried only 25 per 
cent of the vote last time. But in 
Jacques Duclos and their other 
chieftains, they have the most 
dynamic leaders in France with 
the possible exception of Gen. de 
Gaulle. Their militants of whom 
it is estimated there are 50,000 
in the Paris region and 100,000 
in metropolitan France — retain 
the arms given them at the time 
of the resistance. They are well 
heeled, with the monthly contri- 
butions of just under one million 
regular party members and a huge 
war chest, guessed anywhere up 
to ten billion Francs, captured 
from banks and other sources in 
the resistance period. 

Their penetration to places of 
power is beginning to show re- 
sults. (Already one hears of very 
large farmers joining the party in 
return for help with such things 
as machinery priorities, and of 
some industrialists following suit.) 
Under the circumstances, the 
Communists can well afford the 
present interlude of waiting and 
co-operation. 

The real question is, what will 
come later? 


U.S. TURNS OVER 3 REDS HELD

Moderates Shocked.

Weichel’s demand involved 60,000 
property removal slips for equip- 
ment which vad been turned back 
to private sellers. The slips, allc~-:d 
to have involved $12,000,000 worth 
of property, had not been “proper- 
ly processed“ into the books? 
the two agencies, a general ac- 
counting office witness testified. 

Arthur P. Erb, chief of the ac- 
counting office, field auditing divi- 
sion, said there was no “account- 
ing control” over the disposition 
of this property. He added that 
there was no evidence of fraud n 
the transaction. 

Weichel took exception also to 
the accounting procedures in the 
advancement of $3,400,000 to the 
Kaiser Shipbuilding Corporation 
ad the Worthington Pump Co. 
for facilities and machinery, re- 
spectively. 

U. S. Lost no Money. 

In neither case was the money 
entered on the books as accounts 
receivable,” Erb said. He ex- 
plained that this removed them 
from “proper accounting control” 
even though the Government lost 
o money on the transaction. 

“That is a false entry,” Weichel | 
asserted. “They prosecute ordi- 
nary citizens for such things.” 

Erb cited one instance in which 
a port officer certified a tanker 
as seaworthy two days after it 
hed been torpedoed. 

He asserted also there were no 
proper records for vessels trans- 
ferred from the maritime com- 
mission to the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration and to Great Britain 
under lend-lease. He added that 
he was referring to “accounting 
records” only and not to oper- 
ational records.

NEW YORK, Wednesday — 
Sometimes I wonder whether the 
members of Congress give the 
people of the country credit for 
the intelligence in watching pub- 
lic affairs which they have shown 
over and over again in their votes. 


As I read a comparison, the 
other day, of the old OPA bill 
which the President vetoed and 
the new one which the Senate 
passed and which is now being 
considered by Senate-House con- 
ferees, I could not help wonder- 
ing whether this question of price 
control and inflation meant to 
some members of Congress just 
an opportunity to put the Presi- 
dent in a hole! It should occur 
to them that it affects the pockets 
of practically every citizen in the 
country. 


Philip Murray, CIO president, 
was right when he said that the 
housewives were the ones who 
would elect or defeat Congressmen 
on this issue. If prices go up even 
a moderate amount, a great many 
people are not going to have the 
wherewithal to buy the things 
they meed. Many of us have al- 
ot seen a change in our food

We have read enough in our 
papers about inflation in other 
countries and what it does to the 
standard of living for the little 
man, so that most of us, I believe, 
backed the President wholeheart- 
edly in hig attitude when he would 
not sign an unsatisfactory bill. If 
he is now given an even more un- 
satisfactory bill and vetoes it, we 
are not going to turn upon the 
President, but upon those who so 
openly show their disdain for the 
intelligence of the voting public.

I think we owe it to these re- 
turning veterans to do everything 
possible — in the nation, in the 
state and in the city—to see that 
the machinery is set up and work- 
ing in harmony to produce homes 
for them. It will take all these 
agencies if we are to accomplish 
the goal of enough houses for our 
people in the next five years.

Doctor on 
Treatment 


Of Sprains 


By Hermen N.

HEN you come to the doctor 


| suffering from a “sprained 


ankle,” he thinks: first, not 
of the ankle itself, but of the liga- 
ments which hold this joint to- 
gether, because these are the 
structures most often damaged in 
this kind of accident. 

Thus, a sprained ankle usually 
means tearing of some of the liga- 
ment fibers and stretching of 
others by sudden wrenching. 

When this happens, there are 
tenderness over the joint, some 
swelling, and bleeding into the tis- 
sues, Movement of the joint which 


causes further stretching of the 


ligament will be painful, 
x * 


AS AGENERAL RULE, a sprain 
heals without affecting the length 
of the ligament. Any disability 


which occurs after a sprain of the 


ankle is due to the formation of 
scar tissue within the joint. 
Hence in treating sprains, there 
should be some temporary support 
during the early stages, soon fol- 
lowed by active movements so as 
to keep scar tissue from forming, 
and at the same time keep any 
further strain from being put on 
or ligaments until all the fibers

In recent times, the treatment 
which is often used is the inject- 
ing of some pain-relieving sub- 
stance into the sprained area, 
which will get rid of the pain and 
allow more early return to full 
movement.

WHEN THE FIBERS of a liga- 
ment are completely torn across, 
the ligament is said to be rup- 
tured. In such cases there are a 
great deal of pain and swelling 
of the joint and much bleeding 
into the tissues. In order to make 
a definite diagnosis, some pain- 
deadening substance may be in- 
jected and then, by forcibly 
stretching the joint, it will be 
found that the joint can be moved 
further than normally, which 
means that the ligaments have 
been torn and are not holding 
the joints in place. 

The treatment in such cases 
consists of putting on a cast for 
a period of eight to ten weeks, to 
keep the joint from being moved. 
In many instances, this treatment 
will permit healing to take place. 
If the torn ligaments are widely 
separated, it may be necessary to 
sew them together in order to

You've never stolen anything, 
killed anyone, been involved in 
any disgrace. One doesn’t need to 
be a criminal to have a Sense of 
Guilt. You may indeed be regret-. 
ting something you haven't done. 
We waste as much time mourning 
over our sins of omission as over 
any actual blunders, 


But whether we have lived well 
or foolishly, our peculiar warped 
brand of civilization has decided 
that we should go through life 
feeling branded, magnifying trifles 
into malignant growths which 
often destroy our whole career. 
Some say it’s the product of our 
Puritan forefathers but, whatever 
the cause, it’s an evil and un- 
necessary thing. 


Men were designed to live 
warmly and eagerly, feeling de- 
cent remorse for their blunders 
when necessary but, on the whole, 
walking proudly, taking freely of 
the joy which is their normal 
right.
